The Methodist is, par excellence, the Ameri- 
can church. It has been wholly developed 
within the Union, has been altogether indepen- 
dent—since its first real organization, and from 
the early times of its feeble obscurity—of the 


mother church in England, and has, in some 
important respects, been molded on e@ diffcrent 
model, a model more suited toa vast territory 
and a new country; it has, from the beginning 
been racy of the soil, and has shaped an 
adapted itself every way, and at every 
turn, to the conditions of American society, 
Its itinerant besis,—itinerant alike for Bishop, 
Presiding Elder. and circuit or station minister, 
—its unrivaled plasticity, its free and various 
use of lay influence, its variety of organization, 
from the simple village meeting, independent of 
a settled — to the orhate service of the 
Wealthy and cultivated city congregation, its 
equally ready use of all gifts and attainments, 
of the learned and the unlearned, its unedu- 
cated rusticity here, its educated refinement 
there, and, though last not least, its experi- 
mental preaching, its fellowship meetings, its 
generous theology, have all combined to 
make Methodism the popular church of Amer: 
ica. It is often excelied, both in culture and 
in power of a certain kind, by some of the other 
churches; excelled sometimes by Congrega- 
tionalism, sometimes by Presbyterianism, and 
again sometimes by Anglo-American Episco- 
pacy; it is, on the whole, in proportion to its 
numbers and its popular hold, excelled in h 
social and even political influence by all the 
nominations we have named.

The New York Nation is still distressed 
concerning the honesty of the West, and 
racked and tortured lest the Republican 
party may not do several things.

„We regard the Administration as fully 
committed, for instance, to the doctrine of 
the payment of the Government bonds in 
gold and to the early resumption of specie 
payments.

According to his 
theory, the drunkard can only be reformed by 
those who believe in the three evangelical 
doctrines of regeneration, justification by 
faith, and the atonement, and that the drunk- 
ard himself can never stop drinking until he 
accepts these three fundamentals. If, there- 
fore, Mr. Moopy could have his way, he 
would drive out of the field of temperance 
labor all Unitarians, Universalists, and others 
who do not agree with him, and he would 
limit his own labor to a very narrow field. 
There are Unitarian drunkards, Universalist 
drunkards, Catholie drunkards, Jewish drunk- 
ards, drunkards of every description who 
possess certain forms of belief, amounting to 
convictions, that do not square with Mr. 
Moopy’s beliefs. There are large numbers 
who have no belief at all. None of these 
wild surrender their early convictions, none 
of them will accept Mr. Moopy’s 4octrines, 
hence, according to Mr. Moopy’s own theory, 
their reform is impossible. If he 
gan run across an evangelical drunk- 


mount Mr. Moopyr’s theological platform 
must be given over to his cups as a hopeless 
case. Only evangelical reformers must be 
employed and only evangelical drunkards can 
be harvested. The drunkard cries from the 
gutter for help, and Mr. Moor offers him 
regeneration, justification by faith, and atone- 
ment. He cries for bread and receives a 
stone. What he wants is sympathy, kind- 
ness, humane treatment, watchfulness, ap- 
peal to his reason and his sense of manly 
honor, moral suasion, force of example end 
the rousing of his better nature, help for 
himself and his family. It is the good 
Samaritan, not the Levite, who can help 
him. Itis fundamental humanity, not fun- 
damental doctzine, that will lift him out of 
his gutter and set him on his feet. If there 
be any manliness left in him, warm humanity 
will save him quicker than dry doctrine. If 
there be none, then he is past help from 
either source, and must die the death of the 
beast. As a matter of taste, sym- 
pathy, and courtesy, Mr. Moopy’s 
position is shocking. As a matter of 
fact, the facts are all against him. The labors 
of Father Maruew and scores of others in 
the past, and of Francis Murpxy and others 
in the present, in whose systems no hint of 
doctrine ever entered, bear testimony with 
their wonderful success to the absurdity of 
Mr. Moopy’s theory. He is hurting himself, 
hurting the cause of temperance, and hurt- 
ing the cause of religion, by his narrowness 
of view, and he can accomplish nothing of 
importance for the cause of temperance by 


attacking such a gigantic evil with only one 


wing of the army when it needs the earnest, 
persistent, zealous efforts of the combined 
friends of tem perance to overcome it. 


BAKER’S PLAN OF DEFENSE. 

One of the important books called into ex- 
istence by the war in Europe is Col. Jaun 
Baxer’s Turkey.“ The author has lived 
three years in the country, and has traveled 
more than a thousand miles through Bulgaria 
and Roumelia, besides many hundreds of miles 
along the coast in boat and steamer. He has 
some acquaintance with the character of the 
natives, and in his own work as a farmer has 
had occasion to learn their disposition to- 
wards the Government at Constantinople. 
He has studied the history of the Turkish, 
Slavic, and Greek races to some purpose, 
and understands the antipathies that exist 
among them, as well as their special griev- 
ances and the causes of their discontent. It 
is as a military man, however, that his views 
are valuable. Having served many years in 
the British army, and pursued the 
study of his profession with in- 
telligent zeal, he has learned to judge the 
means of defense that a country may pos- 
sess in conformation or resources for the 
subsistence of anarmy. His predictions are 
worth more than those of any unprofession- 
al observer, from the nature of the case. 
They are, moreover, of some particular in- 
terest now, inasmuch as the campaign thus 
far has proceeded exactly as he said it would 
last January. He reckoned then that Russia 
would bring about 400,000 men into the cam- 
paign in Europe; that 100,000 of these 
would be held in reserve, and 100,000 more 
be employed in masking fortresses, leaving 
200,000 men—or, say, three armies of 70,000 
each—to advance into Turkey. The plan 
of attack,” he wrote in January, can only 
be assumed ; but looking at the line ef the 
Balkan as a long fortress, it is possible 
that the first Russian army might 
unite with the Servians and advance 
by Sofia, the second army by Rustchuk and 
Tirnova, and the third by the Dobrndja, 
Varna, and Shumla.” It will be observed 
that this is exactly what has happened, ex- 
cept that no army has yet come by way of 
Sofia; this, however, is a contingency not 
remote. Rumors of an army coming from that 
direction are frequent. By way of Sofia, it 
may be remarked, there is an uninterrupted 
road, along the water-courses, to Constanti- 
nople, the natural watershed of European 
Turkey being in this vicinity, The co-ope- 
ration of the Servians cannot now be hoped 
for; Col. Baxer did not, of course, foresee 
that they would be neutralized through the 
influence of Austria. It is probable, how- 
ever, that a Russian army will march 
without the Servians by the route 
indicated. Writing in January, Col. Baxenr 
said: We may pass over the line 
of the Danube, as the forces of the 
Russians are so superior in number to 
those of the Turks that it would be impos- 
sible for the latter to prevent a passage. It 
is true that the Turks have numerous gun- 
boats on the Danube, but that advantage 
can in these days be neutralized by the em- 
ployment of torpedoes.” We question 
whether any other observer foresaw so 
early what an important’ part torpedoes 
would play in the present war on the Dan- 
ube. The Balkans do not, in the opinion of 
Col. Barn, constitute the best line of de- 
tense. The ease with which the Russians 
crossed them in 1829, with Shumla in their 
rear and in possession of the Turks, proves 
that the difficulties of the passage are not 
insuperakie. 


Thus far events have borne out almost ex- 


% 


duced to its lowest point, and a battle might 
be ventured upon with the best prospects of 
success, In the campaign of 1829 Russia 
started with the insufficient force of 68,000 
men, and had only 15,000 left when she 
reached Adrianople, the remainder being re- 
quired to mask fortresses and keep open 
lines of communication. It is calculated 
that in the present campaign Rus- 
sia cannot employ more than 100,- 
000 men south of the Balkans. 
Turkey will also have there the advantage in 
point of railways which Russia possesses on 
the north of the Danube. The contest will 
then not be so unequal; and it may not be 
necessary for the Turks to adopt the desper- 
ate plan foreshadowed in the London News 
of falling back even to Constantinople in the 
hope of forcing British intervention. It is 
time observers of the war in Europe should 
begin to realize that Russia has a tremen- 
dous task before her, and, unless she can 
succeed in outflanking the Turks, the résults 
may not be so entirely in her own hands as 


The opponents of Civil-Service reform 
reason commonly as if the proposal were en- 
tirely novel—a hair-brained conception of 
certain theorists, and opposed to all expe- 
rience. . They term themselves, by contrast, 
practical men, and they ridicule the vain 
schemes of scholars and moralists in poli- 
tics, who know nothing of the actual art of 
government, and are no more fit to conduct 
the affairs of state than a student, just grad- 
uated from college, is qualified by his few 
lessons in the theory of navigation to take 
command of an ocean steamer. Now, it 
might be replied that, even if no Govern- 
ment had ever reduced its Civil Service to a 
reasonable system, so as to afford us an in- 
structive example, the nature of the case is 
yet quite parallel with affairs with which we 
are familiar. There is no principle involved 
which does not apply to all large business 
establishments; so that the whole thing is 
simply a question of common-sense. And it 
will one day be so viewed, and the whole 
people will be astonished that any other idea 
ever prevailed in a civilizéd nation. The 
present plan of filling public offices, to the 
number of sixty or eighty thousand, with 
political partisans, as a reward for services 
rendered the party, and who are to be dis- 
placed when the other party chances to suc- 
ceed to power, perhaps in four years, wiil 
be ‘deemed worthy only of the ignorance 
and corruption of the Turks. No one thinks 
of applying it to the army and navy. To do 
so would be to prepare for defeat, in case of 
war, on land and on sea. What would po- 
litical officers amount to in military affairs 
or in a naval engagement? None but a fool 
would think of applying it to mercantile af- 
fairs. Let us imagine that Mr. A. T. Srew- 
Ar, during his life, had been an ardent 
politician as well as a leading merchant. Let 
us suppose that, on the eve of an important 
political campaign, he had announced that 
hereafter he should use the thousand or two 
thousand positions in his great establish- 
ment as rewards for those who worked 
most diligently and successfully with him 
and for him in securing the success of his 
party at the polls. How long after 
such an announcement would his 


credit have remained good? How many 


years would it have been, under that policy, 
before he would. have gone into bankruptcy, 
or have been compelled to retire from busi- 
ness? Take the warmest politician among 
the large business-men of this or of any 
other city, and propose to him this political 
method of filling his clerkships and selecting 
his salesmen; but take the precaution of 
standing near the door, lest his answer 
should come in the form of the first con- 
venient missile. But what are the affairs 
under all the departments of Government 
but so much business, connected with buy- 
ing, selling, manufacturing, making bar- 
gains, keeping and settling accounts, and 
going through just such transactions, in 
principle and in form, as pertain to commer- 
cial pursuits? Why, then, should there be, 
and how safely can there be, one rule of 
procedure, in this respect, for private busi- 
ness and another for public business? There 
is experience, then, to be appealed to, and 
such experience as is within the knowledge 
and grasp of all citizens. In a double sense, 
this reform means business.” 

But there is also governmental experi- 
ence. Great Britain has solved the problem 
for us, in advance; just as she similarly 
solved the problem of cheap postage, which 
at first was declared both here and there to 
be wholly impracticable, and met with the 
decided opposition and ridicule of the Post- 
Office Department. Great Britain first 
adopted Civil-Service reform in the manage- 
ment of her East Indian possessions, and it 
was largely the honesty and ability of Ma- 
cauLay, who had spent four years in India 
as a Government officer, which secured the 
change from the old system of appointment 
by favoritism to that of open competition. 
Those who wish to learn about his interest 
in this subject, as applicable not only to 
India, but equally to Great Britain itself, we 
refer to the Life and Letters of Lord Ma- 
CAULAY,” vol. in., 283-293, 314-318. His biog- 
rapher, himself a member of Parhament, 
well remarks, in speaking of the opposition 
which leading men of his own party offered 
to the Civil-Service reform efforts of Mr. Ma- 
cable: Such were the views which then pre- 
vailed at the headquarters of the great party 
that has long ere this identified itself with 
the maintenance of a system to which, more 
than to any other cause, we owe it that our 
political morality grows purer as our politi- 
cal institutions become more popular,—a 
system which the most far-seeing of Ameri-

THE SPOILS SYSTEM. 

The Chicago Times is, of course, a cham- 
pion of the ‘‘ to-the-victors-beiong-the-spoils’» 
system of politics, and scoffs at all sugges. 


It is not to be denied that the highwayman theory 
of Government has been held as a doctrine or tenet 
of the Governmental] policy of those ballot-box 
politicians who, since Jackson's Presidency, have 
styled themselves a Democratic party. Nor is it 
deniable that it has been habitually held and prac- 
ticed in this country by politicians of all party 
names whatsoever. Tue Federaliets practiced it in 
the reign of Waspinetron and the first Anas. 
The Republicans practiced it im the reigns of 
Jurrenson, Mapisox, Mowroz. The Whigs prac- 
ticed it in the reign of the second Abus, and sub- 
sequently whenever and wherever they had the 
opportunity. The Bourbons and the Liberals of 
the ‘‘ Democratic” trade-mark practiced it alike. 
The latter-day Republicans practiced it upon a 
larger scale than any other ring or party spoils- 
mongers in all our history. 

That kind of logie—that because this 
highwayman theory has been followed by 
all Administrations, therefore it must not 
be changed—is weak even unto silliness. 
Nor is the statement a true ome. There was 
no partisanship“ in WasHineton’s time until 
late in his second term, aud “he made no re- 
movals because of politics. Joan Apams 
made no removals from office on party 
grounds, though as the number of offices in- 
creased with the growth of the Government, 


he probably made new appointments from 
among his friends. In the last hours of his 


Administrataon he had a number of new of | 


fices created, especially several Judgeships, 
and filled the places from among his own 
friends. Mr. Jurrznson and his party, so far 
as they were able, abolished these new of- 
fices, inchuding the Circuit Courts; but Mr. 
Jervernson, while he made several removals, 
confined his action to the chief executive of- 
fices. He was opposed to removals from of- 
fice for opinion sake, and his statement of 
official qualification is historical. The spoils 
system was unknown in the days of Mar- 
mon and Mowroz. The bitterness of 
the contest between Jackson and Jon 
Q Apams failed to induce the lat- 
ter to remove any of the friends 
of Jacxson, but in March, 1829, with Jacx- 
son’s first day in office, was put into opera- 
tion the system that to the victors belong the 
spoils. Not only all the heads of bureaus, 
chiefs of Departments, Postmasters, Mar- 
shals, Attorneys, and Collectors, but all the 

i of all these to whom could be 
traced the slightest support of Mr. Apams, 
were removed, and the places filled by Jacx- 
son men. Some years later, when there was 


a breach in the party, the system was intensi- 


fied still further by the removal of all the 
Jackson men in office who took sides in the 
party quarrel against the Administration. 
Out of this grew the policy of the President 
conceding to Senators and Representatives 
who supported the Administration the privi- 
lege of naming persons to be appointed to 
Federal offices in their States and districts. 
From that time to the present, the great vio- 
lation of the spirit and letter of the Consti- 
tation has been growing stronger, until it is 
now a life-struggle whether the Government 
belongs to the officeholders or to the people.
